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THE TERMSf PEACE 


War in South Africa is Brought 


to an End-Very Liberal 


for the Burghers. 


TERMS ARE IAD IN PARLIAMENT 


London, June 2.—The demand for 


accommodation in the honM of com- 
mon! this afternoon to hear the state- 
ment of the firlt lord of the treasury 
tnd government leader, A. 3. Balfour, 
was unprecedented. 


Mr. Balfour arose at 2:40 p. m. and 


announced 
the termi of peace In 


South Africa, ai follows: 


"His excellency. Lord Mllner, in 


behalf of the British government: 
his excellency, Mr. Steyn, General 
Bremmer, General C. B. DeWet and 
Juage Hertxog, acting In behalf of 
tbe Orange Free State, and General 
Schalk-Burger, General Heitz. Gen- 
eral Louis Befna and General Dc- 
larey. acting In Vhalf of their re- 
tpective burjhert, detiring to termi- 
nate the pretent fcottlllti-t, »gre« to 
the following terms: 


"The 
burgher forces in the field 


will forthwith lay rlown their firm! 
and hand over all gun*, rifles and 
ammunition of war in their posses- 
sion, or under ttelr control, and d*- 
ilst from further re»lltance tnd ac- 
knowledge King Edward VII aa their 
lawful sovereign. 


"The 
manner and details of this 


surrender will be arranged between 
Lord Kitchener 
and 
Commandant 


General Botha, assisted by General 
Delarey and Chief Commandant Dl- 
W.t, 


TO RETURN TO HOMES. 


"Second. All burgher* ontside lae 


limits cf the Tranavaal anu Orange 
River cclony, and all prisoners of 
war It promt outside South Africa, 
who are burgfcen. will, on duly de- 
claring their acceptance of the posi- 
tion at tubjectt cf his nvajetty. be 
brought bock to their homei at toon 
It means of transport can be provid- 
ed and means rf tubtistence iMured. 


"Third. The burpHer* so returning 


will not be deprived of their pertor.il 
liberty or property. 


"Fourth. 
No proceeding, civil or 


criminal, will be t.iken against any 
tnrfhcre surrendering, or so return- 
ing, for s.ny acts in connection with 
the 
prosecution 
of the war. The 


benefits of this clause do not'exttnd 
to certain act» contrary to the usapes 
of war, which have been notified by 
the commander-in-chief to the Boer 
generals, and which shall be tried by 
court martial after the dole of hos- 
tilitiea. 


DUTCH TO BE TAUGHT. 


"Fifth—The Dutch language will 


be taught in the public schools of the 
Transvaal and Orange Hlver colony 
where the parentt desire It, and will 
be allowed In the courts of law for 
the better and more effectual admin- 
istration of Justice. 


"Sixth—Possession of rifies 
will 


be allowed in the 
Transvaal 
and 


Orange River Colony to persons re- 
quiring them for their protection, on 
taking out a licente 
according to 


laws. 


"Sevrnth—The military 
adminis- 


tration of the Transvaal and Orange 
Hirer Colony will, 
at the earliest 


possible date, be succeeded by a civil 
government, and to toon as circum- 
ttancel permit representative Institu- 
tions, leading up to self-gorernment. 
will be Introduced. 


"Eighth—The question of granting 


the frtnchite to natiret will not be 
decided until ifter the Introduction 
of self-government.

No 
foreigner or rebel will be entitled to 
benefit under thll clause." 


MORE LIMIT OS TERMS. 


After he had concluded reading the 


peace igieemtat, 
Mr. Dalfour pro- 


ceeded:

force!, they thall be tried for high 
treason before the ordinary courts of 
the country, or such special courts as 
may hereafter be constituted, their 
punishment to be left to the ditcre- 
tion of such court, with the prorito 
that In no case shall the penalty of 
death be inflicted.

Edward to his people, was issued aft 
er midnight:

The experiments In car lighting, 


which have been in progress on th* 
Pennsylvania line*, under th* direc- 
tion of Electrician A. C. Davis, for 
several months, bar* resulted in the 
selection of the 6O-volt atraight stor- 
age battery system for equipping the 
new cars to be placed into service or. 
the lines west of Pittsbnrg this sum- 
mer. The matter was decided at the 
meeting of the officials in Pittsburg 
last week, when cars equipped with 
the several 
electric 
light systems 


were exhibited 
and 
each given a 


thorough 
test 
and 
examination. 


Each coach will have flvs and each 
parlor car six center fixtures and 
each fixture will 
have four eight 


candle power lamps. These fixtures 
are so constructed 
that 
only th* 


highly polished brass husk and the 
lamps are visible from the seats, sad 
the lamps are of ground glass, which 
temper* and distribute* their rays so 
as to give a general Illumination of 
the car without casting any shadows. 
In additiou to these light*, there will 
be a light in each closet and in eacb 
vestibule, the latter so placed that its 
rays will fall directly upon the steps. 
The parlor smoking cais will have 
a bracket and reading lamp on eacn 
chair. The cars to be thus equipped 
are only the ones trow in course of 
erection at the shops and which are 
to be put into service soon on th* 
Northwestern, 
Southm-estern 
and 


Vandalia systems. They will be dis- 
tributed a* follows: 
On the North- 


western 
system, 
which 
includes 


Pittiburg. Fort Wayne and Chicago 
— twelve 70-foot coaches and seTfn 
combination cars; on the Southwest- 
ern or Panhandle system—three par-
